SPRINGVILLE, Apr. 8 — Professional cowboys will be compet- 
ing for world champion points in the annual Springville-Sierra rodeo, 
set for the afternoons of Saturday and Sunday, April 10 and 11, in the 
colorful Springville bowl, surrounded by green, flower-covered foot- 
hills, with the snow-capped high Sierra as a backdrop. 

The show will draw top cowboys from throughout the West to 
compete with the nationally-famoug string of rodeo stock owned by 
Andy Jauregui. Background information and color will be provided 
by Announcer Lex Connelly; Wes Curtis, of San Diego. and Michael 
Spencer, of Springville, will appear as clowns and bull fighters. 

Top-flight arena specialty acts will be Billy Buschbom, with his 
‘amous jumping horse, ‘Mr. Nifty’’, and Corrine Williams, the only 
woman in the United States now doing exhibition brone riding and 
steer dogging. In addition, Miss Williams will sing and play the gui- 
tar to provide entertainment prior to the grand entry, slated for 2 
p.m. each afternoon.

Unification — increased economy and efficiency through cen- 
tralization of administrative and business operation? 

Perhaps, but this is not necessarily so in a unified district spread 
over the southeastern Tulare county area, as the Porterville-Strathmore 
Unified district would be, administering 15 elementary schools and 
two major high schools. 

Take the item of salaries alone. In the proposed unified district 
it is likely that total salaries would increase by $147,849 over the total 
of salaries now paid in the present districts. 

This statement is made on the basis of a research brief from the 
Tulare County Department of Education on "Placement of School 
Personnel In The Proposed Porterville Unified School District on the 
1964-65 Porterville Union High School Salary Schedule" — a sched- 
ule that would likely be adopted in a new unified district. 

Teacher salaries would increase $119,566; present administrator| ™' ; : 
salaries, $9,580; and classified personnel, $18,703. If a four per cent ville-Sierra rodeo that is com- 
increase is added to salaries, as well it might be by the time’ a unified sts oe ees eae oe 
district would become operative — July 1, 1966 — then total salaries i ee eeendion ball 
increase would be $331,030. ast Saturday evening in Spring- 

Now, we are speculating with these figures, but on the basis of 
operation in other unified districts, it ig not illogical to conclude that 
the highest salary schedule paid by an individual district will be 
adopted for the unified district. 

As we have called to attention before, when the state gets 
through giving and taking away under unification, the new unified dis- 
trict would receive only $22,363 more from the state than the total 
now being received by the separate districts — an amount that may 
well be insufficient to pay the salary of a unified district superintend- 
ent. 

So when we consider these figures, when we consider the great 
physical area covered by the proposed unified district, when we con- 
sider the overhead administrative costs in a unified district, we can 
only assume that a unified district will cost more to operate than it is

We are certain that those persons in the state of California 
who want to control education all the way up and down, and we do 
have them, you know, are not overlooking the fact that the fewer the 
districts the easier is control. And once California is neatly unified | ¥ 
under the present sandbag, we can expect pressure for unification of |& 
unified districts then unification of those districts until ultimately, we 
may reach a point where there is a single state-wide district. 

Fantastic? 

Not if you read the newspapers, and the professional publica- 
tions catering to school people. 

Bigness does not necessarily bring better or worse administration, 
or greater or less expensive administration. But remember bigness is 
a two-way proposition; through bigness you can expand the undesir- 
able as well as the desirable. .

Fred Strauss, civil engineer of 
Porterville, presented plans for a 
9,240 square-foot building with a 
cost estimate of $135,000. The

100 x 50-foot social hall, plus a 
small stage, that would seat ap- 
proximately 350 persons for a din- 
ner, and about 500 persons with- 
out tables. A smaller meeting 
room, kitchen facilities, storage 
space, sanitary facilities, office, 
refreshment bar, coat room, and 
surfaced parking area were includ- 
ed in building plans. 

Assisting Strauss with cost esti- 
mates was Max Young, Porterville 
building contractor. 

The proposed building would be 
146 feet long;, it would face west
